Measure Will: Dispose of 
Sum Due Bomb Inventor 


(RY 4. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Rep- 
resentative Williams, Republican, 
Michigan, today introduced a bill 
which will authorize distribution 
to four organizations of $300,000 
in royalties for aerial bomb inven- 
tions, which he says. is due Lester 
P. Bariow of Cleveland from the 
War Department. 

One-third of the sum. under the 
bill, will be given the Stone Moun- 
tain Memorial Association in Geor- 
gia; a like amount to the Mt. 
Harney Memorial Association in 
South Dakota, when organized, and 
one-sixth each to the Cleveland 
Museum of Arts and to the Mater* 
nity Hospital of Cleveland. 

In a statement, the Michigan 
Representative said that although 
Mr. Barlow is not yet 40 years of 
age, “virtually all of ovr aerial 
bombs, manufactured and - used 
during the war and since, have 
been under the Barlow patents.” 

The inventor is remitti one- 
half of his just claim of $600,000 
to the government, releasing it 
from further royalty ments and 
distributing the ¥306,.000 remain- 
ing to the organizations, the state- 
ment continued. 

The $300,000 so distributed wil! 
from taxation by the 
bill. 


THE PASSING OF 
THE LAST KAHUNA 


With the death of old Kekoowal 


on the little island of Molokai of 
the Hawaiian group there passed 
away probably the last of those 
picturesque but terrible kahunas, 
or medicine men, who were slowly 
eliminated by the growth of civi- 
lization. Kekoowai remained un- 
affected by the missionaries, and 
to the last he was ready to “pray 
to death” any person whose death 
was desired and paid for. 

To bring about the death of an 
enemy this way one had to furnish 
the kehuna with a part of the 
victim's body— usually a lock of his 
hair—or some article that had 
been next to his person. With tints 
the fearful old medicine man would 
perform Mystic rites and mutter 
dark incantations. And, strange to 
say, the victim usually perished! 
The natives were so superstitious 
end held the old kahuna so greatly 
in awe that any one of them on 
learning that he was the object of 
the curse would give himself up for 
lost and waste away. 

Kekoowai was the most famous 
of a large band of kehunas who 
formerly lived on Molokai, and his 
fame and practice extended to the 
neighboring islands. Through th 
work of the missionaries and other 
foreigners who came to the island 
the kahunas were gradually ¢.im- 
inated until Kekoowal was tieft 
alone. But he was not all bad. His 
main duty was to heal the sick, just 
as medicine mén have done, in 
time, in every*country. And in this 
work thie chanting and shaking of 
ratiles had good results for the 
same reason that his nefarious 
work was effective—because the 
subjects or patients believed in his 
power. He probably excused his 
practice of “praying to death” on 
the ground that business is business 
and that a doctor must live. 

The superstitions of the Ha- 
walians have always had a power- 
ful effect on them, for in their fam. 
ing volcanoes they saw the abode 
of fearful gods. Before the cominz 
of the missionaries from the United 
States in 1820 the most horrible 
rites were performed, including in- 
fanticide and human sacrifices. 
When a temple was to be wvilt, 
when a chief was ill, or when a 
war was to be undertaken, it was 
necessary for the kahunas to of- 
fer up some human victims. There. 
was cannibalism, too. The heart 
and the liver of the vicltiins who 
had been offered in the temple 
were eaten as a religious act, and 
the same organs of the dead chiefs 
were eaten in order to inherit their 
bravery. In addition tu the native 
superstitions the lHuwatlans had 
also adopted the awful tabor svye- 
tem of the Polynesians, which 
served especially to keep the wom- 
en in subjection and on a much 
lower social) level. Evidently, there 
is some of the superstition left in- 
grained through tradition in tod- 
ern Hawaiians of some classes, 
since Kekoowai had his customers.

STOKES LAUDED 
BY ATTORNEYS 


Wife Branded as Deserter of 
Ilicit Relations Will be Laid 
to Her 
Another Lawyer Defends 
Nugent 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
CHICAGO, Feb. 16.—W. E. D. 
Stokes, New York millionaire who, 
with others, is charged with con- 
spiring to defame the character of 
his wife, Mrs. Fielen Elwood Stokes 
of Denver, had his day in court 


today. 

Having heard the State abuse 
him for two days, he heard him- 
self lauded by his attorneys, who 
described Mrs. Stokes as a “moth- 
er who deserted her children in an 
attempt to put their father in jail.”’ 

Two points we stressed by 
Charlies F. Rathbun, Stokes’s at- 
torney. One that the defense ex- 
pects to produce proof that Mra. 
Stokes was guilty of improper re- 
lations with “Weddie" Stokes, son 
of the defendant and stepson of 
Mra. Stokes. This particular 
charge was disregarded in divorce 
proceedings against Mrs. Stokes in 
New York, but will be proved here, 
Mr. Rathbun said. 

His second point was that Mrs. 
Stokes herself had first brought 
out the fact that her husband had 
investigated reports that she had 
been an inmate of a notorious Chi- 
cago resort two decades ago. 

“Publicity was the only way her 
character could have been in- 
jured,” Mr. Rathbun told the fury, 
“and she herself caused the first 
publicity.” 


LAWSUTT IN RECORD 


Judge W. N. Gemmill overruled 
objections to Mr. Rathbun's intro- 
duction of the lawsuit of W. O. 
Dannenberg, investigator for the 
State in this case, against Samuel 
Untermyer of New York, formerly 
counsel for Mrs. Stokes, in Mr. 
Stokes's suit for divorce, 

“Mr. sues for 
4900," said Mr. bun, “which 
he says is to recover for services 
and expenses in ‘a divorce case in 
New York.’ His bill lists items re- 
ferring to sums peid Charlies &, 
Wharton when he was Assistant 
State's Attorney.” 

The laws of Ilinoise make it a 
felony, Mr. Rathbun declared, for 
a State's Attorney to receive a fee 
from an individual in a public 
prosecution or to render services 
in a civil suit to which the public 
ie not a rty. 

“Mr. harton, State's At- 
torney, drew up the indictment un- 
der which Mr. Stokes is being 
tried. ,I am led to believe some 
of the hearings in the investiga- 
tion which preceded it were held 
in the office of Charies E. Erb- 
stein, counsel for Mra. Stokes In 
divorce proceedings then pending. 

“Affidavits from two Pullman 
conductors and three Pullman por- 
tefs.”’ announced Mr. Rathbun in 
another connection, “that have 
never been presented before in any 
court, will be Introduced in this 
case. _They are to the effect that 
Mrs. Stokes In 1922 occupied a 
berth on one occasion, and a 
stateroom on another, with an- 
other man than Stokes.” 


DEFENDS LAWYER

Approximately 2600 barrels a 
day production was added to the 
output of Los Angeles basin oil- 
fields over the week-end by the 
completion of four new wells, and 
the recompletion of one old one. 
One of the new wells was brought 
in at Dominguez and the other 
wells came in at Rosecrans. 

The largest of the new produc- 
ers was the United Oi! Company's 
Henderson No. 4, in the southeast - 
ern part of the Dominguez field. 
This well came in flowing 750 bar- 
rels a day from a depth of 4257 
feet. Gravity of the product was 
$0.5 deg., with a 2 per cent cut. 
The well is located on the east 
line of the United's Henderson 
lease, and is an “offset to the 
Marland Oi] Company's Dominguez 
No. 5. With the Marland well off 
preduction, the new United well is 
the farthest south producing well 
in the field. - 

In thé Rosecrans field the San 
Joaquin Oil Company, formed by 
Paul Getty, brought in the Perkins 
well, making about 700 barrels a 
day. This well was completed at 
4343 feet, the gravity of the oil 
being 31 deg. The product is said 
to cut 14 per cent water, and un- 
leas this clears up the well may be 
killed and recemented. This weil 
is in the Athens area. 

The Union Oil Company's How- 
ard Park No. %, on the northern 
end of the Howard Park lease, off- 
setting the Hercules Gasoline Com- 
pany'’s well near Hoover and One| 
Hundred and Twenty - eighth 
streets, Was completed with an ini- 
tial production of about 620 bar- 
rels a day from a depth of 4348 
feet. The well made an actual 
flow of 467 barrels in eighteen 
hours. Gravity is 37.1 deg., the 
cut being less than 1 per cent. 
The Marine Corporation, whose 
No. 31 well at Athens is the beat 
well in the field, brought in its 
No. 33 well yesterday during a 
water test, making 300 barrels a 
day from the top of the ol! sand at 
4220 feet. Gravity. is 38 deg., the 
flow being clean. ‘The well will be 
killed and drilled deeper into the 
sand, when Marine officials expect 
a 15006 or 2000-barre!] well. 
Marine No. 33 has the distinction 
of being the first test of the shal- 
lower zone in the Athens district. 
At 4220 feet it is the shallowest 
producer in this of the field, 
the Miley, Marine No. 31, and How- 
ard Park wells all being completed 
in the Petter sand around 4900 


to explore the La Mirada district 
near Santa Fe Springs, and has lo- 
cated a well on the Stubbs prop- 
erty, one-haf mile northeast of the 
McNally ranch, where the Associ- 
ated Oil Company is drilling a 
wildcat. 

The Standard Oil Company has 
drilled two holes in this area with 
little result, one well going to 4700 
feet and one to 4900 feet, The As- 
sociated McNally well went to 
nearly 6200 feet, and is now pre- 
paring to make a second produc- 
tion test, after failing to get a 
water shut-off the first time. 
Besides these major corporations 
several emaller companies have 
drilled in this general district, the 
most recent being the Scientific 


for some time at about 4200 feet. 


Form New Company 

A new company has been formed 
to operate in the fields near Olinda 
and Brea Canyon, according to 
field reports. The new corporation 
is the Birch-Royer Company, 
which has acquired eighty-five 
acres near the Union Oil Com- 
pany'’s Hole lease, and will begin 
Grilling its firet well immediately, 
according to reports, 

The Birch-Royer company is 
formed by A. O. Birch, president of 
the Birch Oil! Company, one of the 
pioneers of the Brea fields, and 
Joseph Royer, who has directed the 
Birch field operations for many 
years.

° Through the death of M. H. De Young 
on Sunday in the city which he loved and 
which he helped to build and beautify one 
of the last of the pioneer figures of west- 
ern journalism passes from the stage of 
life into history. De Young was as much 
the Chronicle as Greeley was the Tribune 
and Dana the Sun. It was bis child. He 
fostered it, nourished it. loved it. Its tri- 
umphs were his glory and its reverses his 
despair.

Although he engaged in various business 
enterprises and Wevoted much of his time 
to public affairs, the Chronicle was always 
nearest his heart; and it is said that he 
‘spent nearly half his life in the Chronicle 
Building. 

The history of all great publications «is 
written into the community which it repre 
sents. That of the Chronicle and of its

CURES PLANT DISEASE 


Expert to Talk to Imperial Valley 
Lettuce Men 


[LOCAL OORRESPOXDENCT) 

EL CENTRO, Feb. 16.—In order 
to Gemonstrate that “brown 
blight.” a lettuce disease affecting 
the leaves, can be eliminated, Dr. 
Ivan C. Jagger, plant pathologist 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, will make experi- 
ments in the p nee of lettuce 
growers at Weétmorland next 
Thursday. The demonstration will 
be made at 10 o'clock ac- 
cording to announcement by Farm 
Adviser E. L. Garthwaite. 

It was at first believed that the 
brown spots on the outer leaves 
of lettuce found in some fields in 
the valley were due to alkali in the 
soll. Experiments conducted in 
the past three years are asserted 
to have shown that this was not a 
fact. but that blight is a plant dis- 
ease affecting only the lettuce. 
Methods of curing and eliminating 
the blight have been discovered 
and growers throughout the valley 
have become greatly interested in 
the work of Dr. Jagger.
